The bill introduced by Senator Stew- 


art to get more currency into circula- 
tion to relieve the present stringency 
directs the secretary of the treasury to 


• immediately iss>ue certificates on the 
silver bullion purchased under the 
Sherman law in excess of enough of 
said bullion at its coinage value to 
cover the noteb previously issued un- 
der authority of said act, and to use 
these uotet, to make up any deficiency 
in the revenue. The bill further 
directs the secretary of the treasury to 
issue not exceeding $100,000,000 legal 
tender notes and to use the same to 
purchase bondd at a price not exceed- 
ing 112, that is twelve per cent, prem- 
ium. 


The effect of this bill is to provide an 


immediate additional circulation of 
aboat $150,000,000. It was framed with 
the view of meeting the claim of the 
gold men that the condition of the cir- 
culating mudium is such that the coun- 
try caimot wait for a protracted debate 
of the financial questions involved in 
the proposed rept-al of the Sherman 
act, but must have immediate relief. 


This bill is iiilended to get more 


money in (irculation by issuing notes 
to purchase bonds, not, as the gold 
men want it, to issue bonds to pur- 
chase money already in circulation. It 
will incroaut) the circulating medium, 
whereas the Wall btroet proposition to 
issue bonds increases the national debt 
without adding a dollar to the currency 
of the country. For these reasons the 
gold men, who want the volume of 
money reduced and the indebtedness 
increased, will oppose the bill. It will 
have the opposite effect of what they 
have been aiming to bring about, as it 
provides, for the purchase of outstand- 
ing borKU arid pulling the money into 
immediate circulation, instead of issu- 
ing new bonds to increase the amount 
of gold m tLo treasury. It meets the 
approval of silver men with whom Sen- 
ator Ktowart consulted before intro- 
ducing it, and it will relieve the coun- 
try from 
the present unprecented

There is a stringency iu the financial 


affairs of tho Stanford university, and 
the protestors have not received theit 
salaries for Julio and July, and em- 
ployes on the larm and vineyard are 
also unpaid. The salaries of the teach- 
ers jet updid amount to ,$33,000 and 
ot tlio employes to $32,000. Mrs. Stan- 
ford intends to hell the horses at Palo 
Alto and a largo quantity of wine tit 
the Vina ranch and devote the proceeds 
to the university. 


The will of Senator Stanford pro- 


vided that there shall be no apprais- 
ineut of the property, and Mrs. Stan- 
ford and her legal advisers desire to 
have that provision carried out to the 
letter. The estate is supposed to be 
worth $35,000,000 and could be con- 
verted iuto $25,000,000 cash. The uni- 
versity, it is said, cost about $300,000 a 
year. The estate is supposed to receive 
$170,000 a year trorn dividends in Cen- 
tral Pacific stock and $1,000,000 a year 
from interest on Southern 
Pacific 


bonds 
Bequests made in the will re- 


quite the payment of $5,000,000 in two 
yeais, aud tho estate, it is said, will not 
have that much ready cash within thai 
period Excepting $2,500,000 bequeathed 
to relatives, all of the estate will go tc 
tho university so the teachers will 
surely get their salaries, though they 
may have to wait awhile. 


A SHOUT VGE of $36,000 from the sale 


of school lands has been discovered in 
Kansas. The money was taken some 
time between 1879 and 1882. 
The 


records show that the lands were sold 
but there is nothing in the auditor's 
accounts to indicate who took the 
money. The state did not receive 
cent of it, however. An effort will be 
made to locate the official or ring tba' 
robbed the fund

Bland Fresent* a Free Coinage Bill. 
WASHINGTON, Aagast 11.—Wilson of 


West Virginia^introduced in the house 
a bill to repeal the act of 1890. 


Bland offered an agreement made at 


;he conference of the silver and anti- 
silver men governing debate on the bill, 
which limits it to fourteen days, and 
also presented the bill agreed upon at 
;he free coinage caucus. He demanded 
;he previous question on his order. 


This demand was antagonized by Ke- 


publicans under the leadership of Cam- 
eron, who wanted to debate on the 
previous question. A vote resulted in 
yeas 217, nays 100, and the previous 
question was ordered. 


Eaynor opened the debate in favor of 


the unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man act, and was followed by Brown of 
Indiana, who said that while he would 
not attempt to speak for the President, 
but if he were to do so, he would say 
that Cleveland was in favor of coining 
both gold and silver in accordance to 
the terms of the Democratic platform. 


Bland, rising to open for free coinage, 


expressed the regret that a number of 
gentlemen of whom the speaker who 
had just sat down was one of the most 
capable, had seen fit to change their 
positions on this question and to aban- 
don a large portion of the voters who 
aided in giving them the seats they oc- 
cupy, to turn their faces to the east, 
and their backs to the west. As to the 
declarations in the Democratic platform 
Bland aaserted that it was the under- 
standing'that the free coinage of silver 
necessarily meant the repeal of the 
Sherman law. The two are so antagon- 
istic that they cannot exist at the same 
time. 
BUT we are met now with the 


suggestion that we legislate by piece- 
meal, repeal the Sherman law and take 
our chances of securing anything in its 
place which shall meet the pledges oi 
the platform to coin both gold and 
silver. This is because a panic is upon 
us. The voting masses of the country, 
said Bland, may become panic stricken 
on election day. If they do I'm afraid 
those gentlemen from Indiana will feel 
the force of that panic. 


Bland sketched briefly the history o) 


financial legislation in recent years, and 
asserted that the same cry of "going to 
a 
silver 
basis" had been raised 


against the 
bill 
of 
1878, with 


which his 
name had 
been con- 


nected. He sent to the clerk's desk 
and had read an extract from a report 
of the British parliamentary committee 
on the Indians to the effect that, in its 
opinion, the repeal of the Sherman 
purchasing act would be followed by a 
further depreciation in the price of 
silver. "And yet we are deliberately 
asked here," continued Bland, " to vote 
to bring about a decrease of 15 cents 
an ounce in the price of silver before 
its restoration to coinage. No man c an 
defend that vote before his constit- 
uency who are in favor of free coinage 
upon the question of ratio." 


Bland argued in favor of 16 to 1. He 


said if the United States would main- 
tain the parity between gold and silver 
on that ratio the world would buy our 
products 
We have property to sell 


and should induce purchasers to come. 
France maintained gold and silver at a 
parity on a ratio of 15>£ to 1 for seventy 
years beause she had property to sell. 
If we do this, said Bland, Western 
Europe must come to our standard. 


A ITAKEWlStl, ADDRESS. 


Tlie President loaves "Washington for 


Some Weeks. 


WASHINGTON, August 11.—The presi- 


dent issued the following address be- 
fore leaving for Buzzard's Bay: 


" My absence from the capitol at this 


tune may excite surprise in view of the 
interest on the subject now awaiting 
the determination of congress. Though 
my views and recommendations have 
already been submitted to that body, 
and though I am by no means certain I 
could further aid in bringing about a 
result which seems eo necessary, it 
would be a great satisfaction to me if 
I could remain on the scene of action. 
But whether I am here or elsewhere I 
shall look with hope and confidence to 
the action of those upon whom the 
responsibility now rests of relieving 
our people from then- present danger 
and difficulties. 


"I am going back to my summer 


home at the seashore because I am not 
sufficiently rested from the strain to 
which I have been subjected since the 
4th of March to fit me again to assume 
the duties and labors which await me 
here. 


"I have been counseled by those 


whose advice I cannot disregard that 
the further rest I contemplate is abso- 
lutely necessary to my health and 
strength. I shall remain away during 
the month of August, and devote my- 
self to rest and outdoor recreation. My 
day's doings will be devoid of interest 
to the public, and I shall be exceed- 
ingly pleased if I can be free from the 
attentions of newspaper correspond- 
ents. 


Tte Pear and Cnerry Flag,

ISach year at aboat this season the 


.eaves of the pear and cherry trees are 
attacked by great numbers of small, 
dark-colored slimy worms presenting 
different sizes, owing to their varrying 
ages. These are the young of a small, 
black "saw fly," so-called because of 
its habit of sawing a slit in the leaf 
within which its egg is deposited. The 
insect is injurious only in its younger 
or larval stage, the. only one in wnieh 
it is commonly observed. The eggs are 
placed within -the substance- of the 
wealthy leaf near the upper surface. 
The young larva on hatching, breaks 
through the thin leaf skin and at once 
begins to feed upon the green tissues 
of the leaf, leaving untouched the 
framework, which is more woody in 
texture. This continues for two or 
three weeks, during which the growing 
larva casts its 
skin several times. 


Usually all excepting the last of the 
cast skins are eater,, the final casting 
being left adhering to the leaf. The 
nearly mature worm is somewhat less 
than a half-inch in length, and is en- 
larged near the head, which reminds 
one of a young tadpole. The color is 
dark olive. The most peculiar and 
characteristic feature is the slimy con- 
dition of the skin, owing to which the 
term „"slug" has been applied. This 
slimy skin is replaced at theflnalmoult 
by one light yellow in color. 
The ap- 


pearance of this stage is soon followed 
by the descent of the larva into the 
ground, where it remains between two 
and three weeks within a silken cocoon 
The mature females on emergence lay 
eggs for a second brood. Between the 
periods of the first and second broods 
is a period when very few if any of the 
worms can be found, but individuals of 
the second brood may be found until 
late in the autumn. 


These worms yield to treatment most 


readily. 
Owing to the tender nature 


of then: bodies a true poison is unnec- 
cessary in destroying them. Almost 
any moderately caustic liquid which 
will not injure the foliage will destroy 
them by simple contact. Of those of 
this nature that have been proved val- 
uable and only moderately expensive 
may be mentioned tobacco decoction, 
kerosene emulsion, buhach and white 
hellebore. Common road dust sifted 
upon the trees when the worms are 
plentiful will destroy very many of 
them. 
They are thus killed by the 
closing of their breathing pores by the 
dust. The buhach and white hellebore 
should be applied in 
liquid form. 
These being vegetable products, no in- 
jury to the tree will follow.

How to Use Charcoal In Place of Ice. 
For keeping largo pieces of meat and 


poultry hero is u simple device: Have a 
largo barrel or hogshead half filled with 
charcoal. Put meat hooks in a strip of 
joi&t and place across the top of the bar 
rel. Have a netting to spread over this. 
This barrel may be kept in a cool place 
and pieces of meat bo hung on the hooks. 
The charcoal will keep the atmosphere 
dry and sweat, and tho netting will be a 
protection against insects. Should there 
bo danger from rats or mice use wire 
netting. 


Fresh fish may be rxibbed with salt, 


wrapped in paper and buried in a bed of 
charcoal. Of course tho charcoal in 
boxes and barrels should be changed at 
least once u month. It can be used for 
lighting firos or for broiling meats or 
fish. 
If, however, it it difficult to get a 


good supply of charcoal, the old can be 
purified by putting it into the stove with 
a few lighted chipa and allowing it to 
burn until rodhot. At this stage open 
all the windows to 1st the gas pass off; 
then close the drafts of thestove, remove 
the covers and leave the room. 
When 


the charcoal becomes cold, it will be 
rcaciy for use again. — Ladies' Home 
Journal.

When Mr. Lee has found a person 


who will hulsmifc to the operation, they 
will have to bo brought together in such 
a position as to permit of tho arms of 
both, which are to be operated upon, be- 
ing placed in plaster of pans casts so 
that they cannot bo moved. Then it is 
proposed to cut tho back part of both 
the arms, also cutting through tho bone. 
The arm that is to be grafted on to Mr. 
Lee's stump or that portion of it that 
is cut away at the first operation ia to 
be adjusted and fastened to tho stump 
and allowed to to-main until it heals and 
there is evidence of circulation between 
the stump and tho part that is grafted 
on. Tho second operation will be the 
cutting of tho remainder of the inside 
portion of the arm, together with the 
artery and Ihe nerve. 
This operation, 


it is proposed, however, ia not to bo un- 
dertaken until the suryrona are satisfied 
that the circulation through (he part of 
the r.rjii i.hi aay grafted on ia sufficient 
to nomi 'i :uid support tho new forearm
